WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—Con- 


gress has completed five days' work, 
the end of the first week of the short 
session of the Fifty-sixth Congress is 
at hand, and up to this time Robert W. 
Wlleox, Delegate from the Territory of 
Hawaii, has not put in an appearance. 
No one knows where he is at this end 
and what may be his intention is as 
remote as his whereabouts. Informa- 
tion came to the secretary 
of the 


House of Representatives, unofficially, 
•f course, that the Delegate was in New 
York a week ago, but his present loca- 
tion has not been ascertained. 


Perhaps it was as well that he did 


not appear at once, for there are one or 
two reasons why he may do well by 
remaining in virtual retirement until 
be has had some time for the taste to 
get out of the mouth of his to be asso- 
ciates. Wbe; Congress met there was 
a tendency on the part of several mem- 
bers, on both slices of tjie chamber, to 
ask whether or not there was not a 
means to prevent his being allowed to 
take his seat. The point was made by 
seme members—-Berry of Kentucky, for 
Instance—that if Roberts of Utah could 
be asked to stand aside because he was 
breaking the laws of the land, why 
should not Wllcox be asked to wait for 
his seat while /the committee was de- 
termining whether or not his utter- 
ances during h!)3 campaign did not con- 
stitute a bar •'o his holding the office 
Of Delegate. SUlzer of New Tork is now 
of opinion thai, in event it was proved 
that Wllcox h^d said that he was In 
tovor of a rqu>een and .thajt he would 
work for restoration of the Islands to 
the native peoples, then that he was 
guilty of sedition and should be barred 
trom sitting as a member. Other mem- 
bers expressed the same opinion but 
there is little belief that when the time 
comes they wWl make a stand for dis- 
barment. 
( 
Congressman Hltt 
of Illinois, who 


was one of the members of the com- 
rnislon, and'who fought 
the battle 


which resulted in the granting of a 
member with full powers of the other 
Delegates from the Territories, was at 
first said to be the man who would 
make the flght against Wllcox. This 


not the case, although 
Mr. Hitt 
thinks the people of the Islands should 
have sent t£> Congress a man who would 
be more representative of the interests 
of the people than the Delegate elected. 
Mr. Hltt s*id that he did not think that 
anything -reported to him as having 
been declared by Wllcox during 
the 


campaign was sufficient 
to keep the 
Delegate out of the House. 
He said 
that when Wlleox was before the com- 
mittee urging* the settlement 
of the 


claim of the former Queen against the 
nation, that he was conservative in his 
statements and that there seemed no 
reason to believe that he would be in- 
centiiary when elected a member. 


If there was need of a man who could 


represent Hawaii at any time during 
the formation of the laws or when the 
flght for annexation was on, there is 
need for one now. The estimates for 
the year have come in, the committees 
!on both sides are at work, and if there 
| are any appropriations given to the 
newest Territory they will have to be 
put into the bills within the next few 
days. The total appropriations which 
may be given, should the estimates, be 
followed in every detail, will aggregate 
a million and three-quarters.

WILCOX'S ABSENCE 


CAUSES COMMENT 


A Bill Was Introduced To Prohibit 


Drinking By the 


Natives.

WASH-INGTON, D. C., Dec. 7.—Con- 


gress has completed five days' work, 
the end of the first week of the short 
session of the Fifty-sixth Congress is 
at hand, and up to this time Robert W. 
Wilcox, Delegate from the Territory of 
Hawaii, has not put in. an appearance 
No one knows where he is at this end 
and what may be his intention is as 
remote as his whereabouts. 
Informa- 


tion came 
to 
the secretary 
of the 


House of Representatives, unofficially, 
•f course, that the Delegate was in New 
York a week ago, but his present loca- 
tion has not been ascertained. 


Perhaps it was as well that he did 


oot appear at once, for there are one or 
two reasons why he may do well by 
remaining in virtual retirement until 
be has had some time for the taste to 
get out of the mouth of his to be asso- 
ciates. Whei Congress met there was 
a tendency on the part of several mem- 
tiers, on both sl<Jes of tjie chamber, to 
ask whether or not there was not a 
means to prever. t his being allowed to 
take his seat. The point was made by 
seme members—Berry of Kentucky, for 
instance—that If Roberts of Utah could 
ye asked to stand aside because he was 
bieaklng the laws of the land, why 
should not Wilcox be asked to wait for 
Ills seat while ^the committee was de- 
termining whether or not his utter- 
ances during nils campaign did not con- 
stitute a bar "o his holding the office 
of Delegate. StUzer of New York Is now 
of opinion tha£ in event it was proved 
that Wilcox h^d said that he was In 
!t»vor of a rq.u*en. and tha£ he^ would 
work tor restoration of tbe Islands to 
the native peoples, then that he was 
juilty of sedition and should be barred 
!rom sitting a;s a member. Other mem- 
bers expressed the same opinion but 
there Is little ibellef that when the time 
comes they wUl make a stand for dis- 
aarment. 
. 
Congressman Hitt 
of Illinois, who 


was one of the members of the com- 
mislon, and'who fought 
the battle 


which resulted In the granting of a 
member WHO full powers of the other 
Delegates from the Territories, was at 
first said to be the man who would 
make the fight against Wilcox. This 
Id not the 
case, although 
Mr. Hitt 


Lblnks the people of the Islands should 
have sent tt> Congress a man who would 
be more representative of the interests 
of the people than the Delegate elected. 
Mr. Hitt Sftld that he did not think that 
anything -reported to him as having 
been declared by Wilcox during the 
campaign was sufficient 
to keep the 
Delegate out of the House. He said 
that when Wilcox was before the com- 
mittee urging* the settlement of the 
claim of the former Queen against the 
nation, that he was conservative in his 
statements and that there seemed no 
reason to believe that he would be ln- 
rt-ntilary when elected a member. 


If there was need of a man who could 


i ^present Hawaii at any time during 
the formation of the laws or when the 
fight for annexation was on, there is 
need for one now. The estimates for

ICTORIA, B. C., Dec. 12.—After a 
most stormy passage the Em- 
press of India arrived 'here to- 


day, one day late. She brought news 
of the great typhoon which caused 
such large loss of life and great de- 
struction of property at 
Hongkong 


and the vicinity. Some place the loss 
of life at 2,500, others at 4,000, and 
the Hongkong Telegraph says the loss 
of life has been appalling, it being im- 
possible to estimate the dead. 
Up- 


ward of eighty steam launches and 
such craft were lost, together with a 
great number of Junks, lighters, sam- 
"•pans and small craft. 


The British gunboat Sandpiper was 


also lost and the American sailing 
vessel Benjamin Sewall went ashore, 
but fortunately she was saved from 
being wrecked, although she did not 
escape injury. Hundreds of buildings 
ashore were wrecked, and so great 
was the destruction of shipping that 


1 the beach was lined with masses of 
wreckage and craft which bad been 
broken to matchwood. The police res- 


I cued numbers from the wrecks. Ser- 
geant Duncan, a Scotchman, was lost 
in this ''work. While endeavoring to 
get a boat ashore with Chinese women 
in it he was crushed to death in a 
mass of wreckage. 


The lighter Canton 
River, which 


cost $40,000, was lost. She turned tur- 
tle. 
Her carpenter was drowned, and 


Captain Scott and fifty men belonging 
to her clung to the upturned hull all 
night before being rescued in 
the

except those of Honolulu, be required, 
as a part of their duties, to attend sick 
prisoners without compensation other 
than their salaries. 


He also presented the following mo-

Greatest draft, full load, about 26 


feet. 
These battleships will have a speed

The vessels will be propelled by twin 


screws driven by two 4-cylinder, triple- 
expansion engines of about 19,000 indi- 
cated horse-power, having a stroke of 
4 feet, running, under conditions of 
maximum speed, at about 120 revolu- 
tions per minute. The steam necessary 
to this power will be supplied at a 
pressure of 250 pounds per square 
inch, by 24 Babcock & Wllcox straight 
water-tube boilers, placed 4 in each of 
six independent water-tight compart- 
ments. 
Each ship will carry four 12-inch 


guns, mounted in pairs in Hichborn 
balanced turrets, having an 
arc of 


train of 270 degrees, one forward and 
one aft in each vessel. Of the eight 
8-inch guns, which will be carried on 
each of the three sheathed vessels, four 
will be mounted In turrets 
of 
the 


Hichborn type, superposed upon 
the 


12-inch turrets above mentioned, and 
four in two turrets amidships, the 
amidships turrets having an arc of 
train of 180 degrees; and in the two 
unslieathed vessels, all eight 8-inch 
guns will be mounted in four indepen- 
dent turrets, each having an arc of 
train of 145 degrees, placed two on 
each side at the ends of the super- 
structure, thus forming a quadrilater- 
al. In each of the vessels there will 
be a broadside of twelve 6-inch rapid 
fire guns, mounted six on each side, 
on the main deck, each with an arc of 
train of 110 degrees, and each ship will 
have twelve 14-pounders and twelve 
3-pounders, mounted in commanding 
positions and having very large arcs 
of fire. In the two lower tops there 
will be fo-ir automatic 1-pounders and 
in the upper tops 
four 
single-shot 


1-pounderrs. 


The vessels are fitted with sumarine 


torpedo tubes. Two of these are lo- 
cated In one compartment, one on each 
side, fitted for the discharge of the 
large 18-inch Whitehead torpedo. 


In the magazines provision is being 


made for their artificial cooling. Pro- 
vision will be made in the magazines 
for the storage of at least 60 rounds 
for each of the 12-inch guns, repre- 
senting a weight of about 144 tons; 
125 rounds for each 
of 
the 
7-inch 


guns, weighing about 180 tons; 200 
rounds for each of the 6-lnch guns, 
the weight of which will be about 190 
tons; BOO rounds 
for 
each 
of the 


3-pounder and 1-pounder guns, 
and 


an almost inexhaustible supply of am- 
munition for the smaller guns. 


Each vessel ia to be provided with 


a complete waterllne belt of armor, 
eight feet in width amidships, eleven 
inches thick at 
the top and eight 


inches at the bottom, tapering to a 
uniform thickness of four inches at 
the ends of the vessel. They will also 
have an armored belt extending over 
245 feet of their length, of a uniform 
thickness of six inches, rising from 
the top of the main belt to the upper 
or main deck, and joined at its after 
end to the barbette of the 12-inch tur- 
ret by a 6-lnch armored 
bulkhead, 


and having at its forward end an in- 
clined armored bulkhead from side to 
•side six inches thick, thus forming a 
citadel or redoubt within which the 
6-inrh guns will be mounted.

In a salty marsh In the district of 


Kekaako there stands exposed to the 
elements sixteen 
thousand dollars' 


worth of valuable machinery belong- 
ing to the Territory, aa<J shipped from 
the States for the Board of Health. 


This valuable machinery comprises 


the outfit for reducing the garbage of 
Honolulu to fertilizer and ridding ft of 
its disease breeding factors. IB other 
•words, it is the garbage crematory 
which the Board of Health and the 
public clamored lor during the excit- 
ing days of the plague epidemic. . 


A rush order "was sent to the Main- 


land for the valuable machinery, and 
in due course of time it arrived, and 
was sent down 
to the salty, mud 


marsh, where rust has every oppor- 
tunity to eat Its way through the ma- 
terial and make It useless. 


It Is true that there la no appropria- 


tion to erect a building over the ma- 
chinery and start the crematory to 
eating the garbage 
of the town, but 


there seems to be no good reason why 
the machinery should ihave been allow- 
ed to stand unguarded- and unprotect- 
en in a salt marsh, when there are 
many empty sheds over which 
the 


Territory has control, to store it in. 


This matter was brought up at the 


Board of Health yesterday afternoon 
and commented on in very strong lan- 
guage. Dr. Pratt, executive officer of 
the board, said the machinery was in 
a way to deteriorate, but that he bad 
made sundry requests upon th« Pub- 
lic Works Department to have ithe ma- 
terial removed to a guarded place. 


He had seen the property earlier in 


the day in the same place and in the 
same condition. 
He suggested that 


the board appoint a committee to wait 
upon the Superintendent of PubHc 
Works and asfc that the property be 
taken care of. 
Dr. Cooper wanted to know to what 


possible use such a valuable lot of 
machinery could be put to in a salt 
marsh. If it couldn't be used it should 
be stored away. He moved that a com- 
mittee "be appointed with the president 
as one of the committee. Attorney 
Dole was selected as another member. 


An effort will be made to secure an 


early appropriation to have a building 
erected over the machinery and the 
crematory put into operation.

A stroke 


of paralysis on the day after Thanks- 
giving was the cause of Mr. Hopper's 
death. From this stroke he did not 
rally, but sank day by day, until the 
end came. His last day away from 
the hotel where the family had beeu 
stopping was on Thanksgiving. 


The death of Mr Hopper removes 


from the list of well 'known Honolu- 
lans another kamaaina who wag iden- 
tified with the upbuilding of the Busi- 
ness Interests of the Islands four dec- 
ades ago. He was a resident of Hono- 
lulu for a little more than forty years, 
having arrived here In February, 1860. 


He was born in New York City in 


1831. 
He sailed for 
Honolulu 
from 


Boston with Mrs. Hopper, his son W. 
L. Hopper and eldest daughter, reach- 
ing this port via Cape Horn. He was 
a lock and gunsmith by trade, and 
worked originally in the factory of 
Day & Newell, New York City. On 
arrival here he branched out Into oth- 
er lines and did a great deal of busi- 
ness in supplying whaling ships with 
Whaling BJjns. He then built a plan- 
Ing mill and laid the foundations of 
the present large enterprise now su- 
perintended by his son, W. L. Hopper. 
He also went into the manufacture 
of sugar kegs, and organized a brass 
foundry and machine shop, and later 


received a telegram from the Czar In- 
forming him that his majesty could 
not accede to his request to intervene 
he was very depressed, and is said 
to have remarked to his entourage: 
"Now my last hope is gone."
